A Chapter on Rhubard. 

First of a,l we make sauce of it; 
and somehow it seems to fit it 
beautifully with many of the early 
spring foods, though it can’t really 
be called much of a food in itself. 
To tell the truth, its food value is 
very slight, its only virtues being 
the possession of djuretic qualities 
and an agreeable flavor. Rhubarb 
sauce, just simply made without a 
bit of flavoring, and more or less 
well sweetened is the first thing 
we make of the vegetable. Next 
we make pies with rhubarb. Our 
great grandmothers did that too, 
and the only improvement or 
change we have made in rhubarb 
pie is to heap ice cream or whip¬ 
ped cream on it. It is a question¬ 
able proceeding from the stand¬ 
point of aesthetic gastronomy, but 
don’t mind that if yoxi fancy it. 
Perpetrate it in your own bouse, 
partake of it in the houses of your 
friends and enemies if you like it. 
For the children to whom you for¬ 
bid pastry, very properly, a rhu¬ 
barb compote is just the thing if 
you can bring them to agree with 
you. For if you bake or stew the 
rhubarb till it is sweet and tender 
and then having made a border, 
or a plat, of boiled rice on a dish, 
you put the rhubarb on it, around 
it or anywhere but under it, and 
then set it before the joys of your 
existence. 

Rhubarb fritters are nob so well 
known as they deserve to be. And 
for one who has a knack at fritter¬ 
making th’ey are as easily made as 
any other kind. Cut the rhubarb 
into two-inch length, put in a col¬ 
ander and pour boiling water 
through it. Make a thick syrup 
of sugar and water, and pour over. 
Let it stand in it fifteen minutes 
or so; take out each piece, dip into 
fritter batter, and fry in deep hot 
fat. 

Now if any of these bints appeal 
so strongly to you that you fee! as 
if you could nob endure those long 
and dreary weeks when even hot¬ 
house rhubarb is unobtainable just 
put some into glass jars for use iu 
that time of darkness. Wash and 
peel it and cut into small pieces. 
Without cooking at ail pub into 
glass jars and cover with water— 
cold water. Put the covers oil the 
jars, let them sta .d over night. 
When you look at them in the 
morning you will find the water 
has settled a good bit; so put in 
some more water—enough to fiii 
the jars; put the covers ou as 
tightly as you can and set away 
in a dark corner till Thanksgiving 
time. Make a rhubarb pie then, 
and don’t put Whipped cream on 
it—Boston Transcript.

Foreign Substances. 

For strictly sanitary purposes the 
Ideal milk pail can barcliy be ex¬ 
celled, says H. M. Bainer in Kansas 
Farmer, Tbe pail is composed of two 
parts, the pail and tbe cover. The 
cover fits closely to the pail and is so 
constructed that ail foreign substances 
will settle in a cup below, and the 
milk proper Will pass upward through 
the strainers and will flow over into 
the pail in an almost pure condition, 
nothing being allowed to enter the 
milk. 

When tbe pail is full, it is emptied 
through a spout, and the cover does

We say the only 
way, although a new stable with ce¬ 
ment floor, kept clean by brushing and 
washing each day, might prove more 
effective if every farmer could afford 
to take such a radical measure.

A simple remedy for a sore throat is 
one te'acupful of water, one table¬ 
spoonful of vinegar and half a tea- 
spoonful of red popper, mixed together 
and used as a gargle every half hour, 

Ono method of curing a corn is to 
tic a small pad Of cotton wool dipped 
in linseed oil over it every night after 
washing the feet and leaving It there 
until morning.

The following suggestions for oper¬ 
ating the Babcock test are sent out 
by Dr, J. B. Lindsey and E. B. Hol¬ 
land of the Hatch experiment station, 
says American Agriculturist. They 
should be followed carefully to secure 
accurate results: Milk or cream should 
be carefully aud thoroughly rnixed- 
neyer by shaking the sample, hut by 
gently rotating it and by pouring from 
one vessel to another. All cream ad¬ 
hering to the sides and stopper of the 
retaining vessel must be incorporated, 
and the resulting liquor should show 
no solid particles of fat. A small, fine 
wire sieve is of great value in detecting 
the imperfect (lumpy) condition of a 
sample and in preparing the same for 
pipetting. 

Pipette immediately after preparing 
the sampfe, Ailing the pipette slowly 
and taking care to avoid air bubbles. ! 
Hold the pipette in a vertical position J 
when lowering the liquid to the marie, ! 
aud always read with the entire menis- 1 
Cus above the line. In transferring 
milk or cream to the test bottles avoid 
so far as possible the smearing of the 
entire neck with the liquids. Cream 
testing above 25 per cent bf fat should 
Always be weighed, as accurate results 
cannot be secured with the pipette. 

In adding the acid turn the bottle' 
so as to work down all milk or cream 
adhering to the sides of the neck and 
mix at once. Rotate the bottle until all 
the lumps of casein are thoroughly dis¬ 
solved and the resulting mixture is 
black in color. Never slight the mix¬ 
ing, and avoid throwing the fat up 
into the neck. 

Whirl at least Ave, two and two min¬ 
utes. In Ailing with hot water allow 
the water to run down the sides of the 
neck and thus avoid stirring up the 
contents of the bottle. In reading the 
column of fat it is safer to use a pair 
of dividers than to trust to the unaided 
eye. Read the center of the fat column 
from the lowest to the highest limit.

When the calf 
is habitually taken from the cow be¬ 
fore it has had time to suck, the cow 
will come to her milk naturally and 
without resistance, and this practice 
cannot be too strongly recommended 
as a constant rule iu tbe dairy. When, 
however, the trouble has occurred aud 
a remedy is sought, we Aud how pow¬ 
erless we are to strive with the natural 
instiucts of an animal excited to stub¬ 
born resistance. Soothing measures 
aud perseverance or the use of the 
milking tubes is tbe only effective rem¬ 
edy.

There is such a thing as having the 
it barn arrangements such as will make 
y it pleasant and agreeable work caring 
for the stock during our long winters, 
or, on tbe contrary, for want of proper 
y arrangements it may be made most dis¬ 
agreeable and unsatisfactory, says E. 
p R. Towle in American Cultivator. 

• Tbe stables should be sufficiently 
» warm, but not close and uuyentilatod, 
r and there should be plenty of light for 
all purposes. A dark, low, bad smell¬ 
ing stable is an abomination to man 
and beast, and when the nights get 
cold or-there are bad storms the cows 
Will be, much better off in the stable 
than out of doors aud will exhibit 
their appreciation of such comfortable 
- quarters by great contentment and in¬ 
creased yield of milk. 

3 Another thiug, it is not wise to un- 

! dertake to winter more stock than ean 
be well kept and cared for, as this is 
neither pleasant nor profitable. Young 
•j animals should be kept thrifty and 
y growing all winter, and cows giving 
| milk should receive the best of'atten- ■ 
21 tion in care aud feed, so they may give 
S: satisfactory returns at the pail. 

3 Aside from tbe stables for the cows 
j and most of the young cattle, it will 
| be very convenient to have several 
pens, which may be used for a variety 
of purposes, as ueeded. This will be 
found a most convenient arrangement, 
We find it better to tie calves from six 
mouths to a year old iu a stable, the 
same as other cattle. They learn to be¬ 
come quiet In this way and can be 
more satisfactorily fed than when sev¬ 
eral are in a pen together. 

Tlio Lightning Ro<l. 

Hundreds of farmers have been 
swindled by the lightning rod agents, 
paying for the rods much more than a 
fair price and in some eases giving 
notes fur them when they thought that 
they were only signing a receipt for a 
certain amount of rod, which would be 
removed If they were not satisfied to 
keep It at tbe end of a certain time. 
But this does not disprove tbe efficacy 
of tile rod to protect from lightning 
■when it is properly put on and connect¬ 
ed with the moisture In the earth. A 
lightning rod or a conductor should run 
from every wire fence about oUco in 
fifteen or twenty rods, going six or 
seven feet Into the earth, as the elec¬ 
tricity often follows the wires for a
